Now that it seems less likely that 
the estate tax will disappear com- 
pletely, business owners are more 
concerned with estate planning, 
hoping to keep the business going 
and leave more to family heirs and 
less to the Internal Revenue 
Service. . 

This usually entails leaving some 
cash to cover the tax bill, giving 
assets to family members before 
the owner dies while still retaining 
control and enough cash to run the 
business. 

The most efficient way to fund 
the tax bill is usually with life 
insurance held by an irrevocable 
trust. The trust can be funded with 
$12,000-per-trust. _ beneficiary 
annual contributions. 

To keep control of the business, it 
can be divided into voting and non- 
voting shares (even if it must be 
recapitalized), Then the nonvoting 
shares can be distributed to family 
members-either directly or via a 
trust. Since the gift recipients lack 
control, the shares can be discount- 
ed by as much as 35 to 45 percent.

Beware: Dog Bite Prevention Week 


Postmasters Joanna M. Louf, 
‘Tewksbury, and Charles T. 
“Chuck” Nichols, Wilmington, 
teday called for the cooperation

“More than 4.7 million people-

elderly—are bitten by dogs each 
year and last year, more than

responsible pet ownership as 
part of National Dog Bite 
‘Prevention Week (May 18 to 24)

“You can help protect your let- 
ter carrier, meter reader or 
‘newspaper delivery person by 
making sure your pet is proper-

said. “Don’t think a fence is the 
only answer, especially if a let- 
tet carrier or delivery person 
has to enter your yard. Please 
make sure your pet is properly 
Testrained so we can safely 
deliver your mail,” they said.

“From nips to bites to actual 
dog attacks, violent dog behav- 
ior continles to pose a serious 
threat to our letter carriers,” 
said Massachusetts Postal 
District Manager John W. 
“Mike” Powers Ill. 

“Dog bites are a serious prob- 
lem..They cause pain and suf- 
fering to our letter carriers and 
can disrupt mail delivery. Our 
letter carriers take pride in 
delivering your mail promptly 
and efficiently and that means 
being able to approach your 
mailbox without interference 
from your pet,” Powers said.

~When your letter carrier 
comes to your home, keep your 
dog inside, away from the door, 
in another room or on a leash. 
Don’t allow your dog to bark, 
jump up against the door, or 
bite the mail as it comes 
through the mail slot; this will 
only teach your dog to attack 
the letter carrier. 

~If your dog has to be out dur- 
ing mail delivery time, make 
sure it is restrained and that 
the length of that restraint does 
not allow it to reach the path 
the mail carrier has to take in 
order to deliver your mail. 

~Do not tie your dog near the 
mail receptacle.

Murphy said the students are 
putting the finishing touches on 
the first floor and even worked 
with him to prepare the second 
floor (which was not in the 
scope of the project) for 
Murphy to finish it himself this 
summer before hopefully tak- 
ing occupancy early in the fall. 
‘The second floor was not in the 
project contract because it 
includes an in-law apartment 
that was added after the owner 
received permits in February. 

Murphy said the students in 
HVAC, Carpentry, Plumbing, 
Electrical and Masonry are all 
excellent. He also praised the 
drafting students who re- 
designed the upstairs to be 
accepted by the butiding 
inspector when the in-law 
apartment had to be dropped 
from plans last fall pending 
approval from the town. 

“They're doing a heck of a job. 
T’m really happy,” said Murphy. 

“My overall impression is that 
there hasn't been a flaw this 
year. It has gone so perfect it’s 
seary,” said Director of 
Vocational Programs David 
Norkiewicz [knocking on 
wood]. “Even with the late 
start and the tough weather, 
they did a great job and it has 
gone like clockwork.” 

Norkiewicz said building a 
home for someone is a win-win 
situation because the experi- 
ence for the students, the team- 
work of working together on a 
real project is something you 
cannot teach in a classroom. 
Scheduling and communication 
are important parts of their 
education. 

“We have outstanding instruc- 
tors out there...and the kids 
feed off of that. It creates a 
nice community with all of the 
trades out there working 
together,” said Norkiewicz. 
“It’s a great challenge, but the 
scheduling has gone really well. 
I’m very, very happy. 
Inspections went well and I 
cannot say enough good things 
about it all around.” 

Meanwhile, instructors and 
administrators are still looking 
for projects for the next school 
year. One possible project may 
involve the renovation of the 
Butters Farm house.

WILMINGTON - Postmaster 
Charles T. "Chuck" Nichols 
asks postal patrons to inspect 
and repair their mailboxes dur- 
ing Mailbox Improvement 
Week, May 19 to 24. 

While encouraging customers 
to take part in the program, he 
said repairing suburban and 
rural mailboxes "improves the 
appearance of our community 
and makes delivering and 
receiving mail safer for our 
carriers and customers." 


The Postal Service makes this 
annual request because of the 
wear and tear that occurs to 
mailboxes every year. "This is 
especially important after the 
effects of last winter," he said. 

The postal official said some 
of the typical activities that 
may need to be done include: 
Replacing loose hinges on a 
mailbox door, repainting a 
mailbox that may have rusted 
or started peeling, remounting 
a mailbox post if loosened and 


replacing or adding house num- 
bers. 

In another area of safety con- 
cern, he asked parents to cau- 
tion their children about not 
playing near or gathering 
around mailboxes.

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Qualify for state tournament for the first time 
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Girls Tennis team makes program

They did it. It finally hap- 


pened. 

The Wilmington High girls 
tennis team this week accom- 
plished a pre season ‘goal that 
many outsiders may have found 
unrealistic when they won their 
eighth match of the season to 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment.

Facelift in’ 


Stoneham 
“Stoneham High graduate 
Frank Petrillo and his Italian 
immigrant father . Aquilino 
built their Petrillo and Son 
Corporation on a tandem 
landscaping and masonry 
work over the last 30 years, 
but the father-and-son team 
took a gidnt leap into the 
property development busi- 


ness last Thursday morning,” 
notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 


. “Petrillo leveled the one- 
story building at 411 Main 
Street that housed Highland 
Printing for over 30 years, 
and plans to build a 20,000 
square foot, four-story com- 
mercial building on the spot 
with retail along the street 
level, three upper floors 
designed for office space and 
a 10car parking garage 
below the building. The build- 
ing is 25,000 total square feet 
when combined with the 
parking facility planned 
below the building. 

"I have this idea of the 
way the building is going to 
look in my head, and that is 
all I see when I look around 
at what looks like Ground 
Zero right now; said Petrillo, 
surveying the bricks, broken 
pieces of wood and piles of 
collected rubble that are the 
only remnants of a building 
that was also once the hold- 
ing area for the Stoneham 
Police Department. ‘It's 
going to be brand new and 
have all the amenities, but 
it's going to look like it's been 
in the Square for 100 years. 
This will be another beautiful 
new building that's really 
going to improve the square’ 

"Petrillo plans on utilizing 
brick, granite and cement for 
much of the building and has 
nothing but high compli- 
ments for the host of town 
officials he's dealt with with- 
in the town since getting 
wheels moving on the pro- 
ject. 

"Everybody has been 
great: the Zoning Board, the 
Planning Board, the 
Selectmen, the Building 
Inspector; said Petrillo. “You, 
hear things and people warn- 
ing you about stuff before you 
start a project, but I've had 
nothing but good experiences, 
The police and fire depart- 
ment were great when they 
came down here for the 
Monday morning demolition. 

“Petrillo has talked to sev- 
eral retail outlets about tak- 
ing over the retail space 
when it's ready - his-esti- 
mates say that he'll be ready 
for tenants to start moving by 
late next fall/early winter - 
and has already had prelimi- 
nary talks with Starbucks 
about possibly bringing their 
franchise to downtown 
Stoneham. Petrillo was also 
excited about the possibility 
of a local bank opting to take 
over the space when his work

Middle School and would 
mow the lawns of neighbors 
for $10, and the business has 
done nothing but grow since 
those Saturday morning and 
afternoons spent «manicuring 
lawns. The company has 
clients all over the Metro 
Boston area and is headquar- 
tered in a building along 
Route 28 in North Reading. 

“Petrillo estimates that 
the project will cost over $2 
million by the time construc- 
tion is finished, but wanted to 
make clear that he'll contin- 
ue to maintain the successful 
landscaping and masonry 
business that's been built up 
over the last two decades. 

"We have a healthy busi- 
ness going together and I'm 
surrounded by friends and 
family and good people that I 
trust in my company, said 
Petrillo, nodding toward his 
father as he worked to clear 
bricks out of the Main Street 
site. ‘I was looking for a new 
challenge and fitting this 
building into this little spot on 
Main Street definitely quali- 
fied as a challenge. I get up at 
4 a.m. every morning ready 
to go because I'm so excited 
to get this building up and 
help the revitalization that's 
been going on in the square’ 

“Building records and his- 
toric photos indicate that the 
building is well over 200 
years-old and was originally 
four stories, but was 
unchanged over the last three 
decades as the home of Harry 
Paicopolis' printing shop. 

“T had one night where I 
had some second thoughts, 
but it was full speed ahead 
once that truck started tear- 
ing the building apart last 
week,’ said Petrillo. ‘I'm

“Common areas now use 
compact fluorescent bulbs to 
save energy and because they 
last longer. Motion sensor 
lights automatically turn off 
lights when the area is not 
used.

All cardboard is recycled. 
Programmable thermostats 
lower temperatures in, the 
evening and .bring tempera- 
tures back up in the early 
morning hours. Office com- 
puters use smart power strips 
to turn off completely when 
not operating. Christmas 
lights may change to LEDs in 
order to take advantage of a 
90% energy savings. 

“In addition to making 
improvements in the common 
areas, Frank is asking the 
residents of Longwood to 
assist in greening the resi- 
dence. Adding to the recy- 
cling of paper, Frank has 


placed. recycling bins at the 
trash areas for residents to 
deposit glass, plastic and alu- 
minum/steel cans and lids. 
Residents are also being 
asked to utilize compact fluo- 
rescent bulbs and to lower 
their heat 1 degree and raise 
the air conditioning 1 degree, 
if possible, in order to con- 
serve power and expenses. 

“Knowing the special 
requirements of his residents, 
Frank is very sensitive to the 
needs of the elderly. The nat- 
ural reduction in their vision 
requires ample lighting to 
avoid accidents, 
Furthermore, the need for a 
warmer room temperature 
comes with advanced age 
However, within the con- 
straints of his guests’ special 
circumstances, Frank is mov. 
ing to reduce the energy 
needs of Longwood with the 
use of modern technology 
and simple conservation 
Frank wrote to his residents, 
‘Remember, your effort now 
will benefit your grandchil- 
dren and their children in the 
years ahead.’
